BRITISH INDUSTRY GUARDED 


Use of Polson Gas in waitaie pon ia 


Involved In Protection of 
the Industry. 


6 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—By the pas- 
jsage of the Dyestuffs Import Regula- 
‘tions act Great, Britain has definitely 
accepted the theory that poison gaa will: 
be the supreme weapon of the next war, 
and at the same tme has opened the 
way for the entry of German aye’ into 
this country, according to the. views ex- 
ptessed tonight by chemical experts of 
the Government. 

Thé British act, which became a law 
yesterday, ‘prohibits ‘the importation: of 
dyestuffs into Great Britain for ten 
years, which, Government experts de- 
a} clared, will enable England to’ build up 
her dye jndustry to a point of complete 
independence from. the outside world. 

Polsoh gas and dyestuffs both come 
from coal tar, it was. explained; and 
from the manufacture of the commercial 
article to the production of the military 
weapon is but another step in a con- 
tinuous process. - By insuring the ‘de- 
velopment of the dye industry, chemical 
experts here said, Great Britain had laid 
the foundation for possible widespread 
use of gas‘in Warfare, as chemical fac- 
tories can turn from the manufacture of 
dyestuffs to the production ‘of poison 
gas. practically at ‘will. 

Direct competition in this country be- 
tween German and American made dyes 
wa | aiso is seen by officials here ag «result 
of the British dyestuffs act.
